Kiuperpr William's Visit to Hie Czar 
Discuss id — The Europeau 
Situation. 



The African Slave Trade on the Increase - 
Stanley's Safety DUauBWd by an African 
Explorer— The Construction of the 
Central Asian Railway. 

(Copyright by the U.P.A.) 
London, Aug. 4.— The pessimist has 
certainly strung argument against tho 
optismio view taken of EuVopoun tiHairs 
us 11 result of the visit of tho Emperor of 
Germany to Russia, Sweden nud Den- 
mark, three powers which are noted for 
their hatred or Germany and everything 
(ionium. Tho fact is that on tho conti- 
nent, in season and out of Benson, whether 
tho talk is of poiico or war, one univei'sul 
rule is to arm and continue arming. One 
of tho latest telegrams announce another 
large prospective addition to the already 
overgrown tinny of Russia, In Franco 
the unity has boon vastly improved in its 
training, organization and armament, and 
is at present hot tor disciplined, trai led 
and officered than it has been 
sinco 1.S70. Recent changes in 
tho highest department shows that the 
machinery of supreme command is receiv- 
ing full consideration. The splendid forts 
which stud the eastern frontier are being 
rapidly strengthened and made proof, us 
fur as possible, against new explosives, j 
Germany, Austria, Franco, Italy, and 
even England, have of lute developed in- 
tense anxiety to strengthen their naval J 
defences, and large sums are now being 
spent by etieh of the powers in building 
ironclads, cruisers, and torpedo boats. 
The Czar is understood to be in a peculiar 
position. He is restraining an impulse 
whidrcommands his intellectual approval, 
and is restraining it because he wants 
peace. Brought up as n disciple 
of the Pan - Slavist school, he 
naturally accept Pan -Slavist ideas which 
would urge him to advance, as so many of 
his ancestors bad done, upon a road that 
leads to the BosphorouB, He is largely 
surrounded by persons who are of the 
same political creed. These influences 
liavo for 11 year or two been neutralized 
by the will of the Czar's experience, and 
shows that in such conditions the prob- 
abilities aro in favor of the Czar's finding 
himself sooner or later acquiescing in the 
lesires of those surrounding him. An 
object of tho recent visit of Emperor 
William, no doubt, was to strengthen the 
Czar to oppose the barrier of his will 
gainst all the forces of national projud- 
ice'nnd intrigue. The German Emperor 
now endeavoring to remove any mis- 
understanding between tho Czar and the 
Austrian government. This is, of course, 
THIS CJOUMAN KNOT, 

there are those who would push the Czar 
into an attempt at any cost to recover the 
ground that has been lost, in Bulgaria. 
The German chancellor has expressed 
so favorably to the Russian claim that in 
11 probability a compromise will be sug- 
gested which Emperor William may try 
to make palatable, first to the Czar and 
then to the Emperor Francis Joseph. 
Hut even if he should succeed in persuad- 
ing the Czar and ■ the Austrian Emperor 
of the wisdom of making some conces- 
sions, there will still remain the irrecon- 
ilablo barriers, the public law of Europe 
as contained in tho Berlin t reaty, the 
protocol uf Constantinople, 1883, and the 
Hungarian people, of whom Emperor 
Francis .Joseph is not autocrat but con- 
stitutional king, It must be borne in 
mind that Germany is really as much 
hated by Russia as she is by I 1 ' ranee. If 
this were not. so Emperor William's courso 
will be simple. HewouldthrowoverAusti 'a 
and allow the Czar to work bis vengeance 
on Bulgaria; Vint Emperor William looks 
ahead. Ho knows that when Austria is 
nit of the way, Russia and France, who 
have no opposing interests, would bind 
themselves together for the destruction 
of Germany. For these reasons it is 
maintained it is most unlikely that any 
important changes will result from the 
visits of Emperor William to tho Czar, 
King Oscar and King Christian, 

Lieut. Wissman, African explorer, in 
an interview to-day at Brussels roearditig 
the report via Zanzibar to the effect that 
Kmin Bey was advancing by the left bank 
of the Nile, leaving the inference that the 
White Pasha in the province of Bfthr-el- 
Ghazel was Emin and not Stanley, said 
these native stories from Zanzibar must 
be taken with a great deal of 
salt. Tho Arabs have boon spread- 
ing exaggerated reports respecting 
the fate of the Stanley expedition ever 
since it started, fearing that its success 
would put ti slop to the slave trade, 
which, I am sorry to say, is at present in 
a flourishing condition, for in all the re- 
^ioa of the upper Congo, its tributaries 
and the great lakes, Zanzibar is the cen- 
tre of 

THE SLAVE TRADE. 

The Sultan of Zanzibar, who was furious 
at a division of part of his territory he- 
ween Germany and England in bssii, hap 
since been doing all in his power to make 
the country too hoi for its nominal pos- 
sessors and proteotoiB. His has sent large 
uiantities of arms and ammunition into 
the interior and is at the bottom of all the 
Arab raiding, with all the untold misery 
following 111 its train, which has never 
jono on ho briskly and audaciously. Well- 
informod observers declare that in the 
last three years the slave trade has at 
least doubled. The regions devastated 
since the year 18H!) extend over an arc" 
of one thousand miles in length 
by 400 in breadth, and the destruction of 
human life and misery caused are almost, 
beyond imagination. Stanley, who has 
had great opportunity of watching the 
slaves, tells us that for every servicable 
slave captured, fifty men, women and 
children tiro in one way or another done 
to death, and oven of this miserable re- 
mainder only a fraction survive the jour- 
ney to the coast. The bones of these vic- 
tims aro undoubtedly the ones I hat the 
alleged deserters state were strewn along 
the route Stanley took, and it is for the 
purpose of still keeping up tho slave 
trade, so black and appalling in its wanton 
cruelty, that the natives spread these 
stories of disaster to Stanley, 

Tho British cabinet has at length 
awakened to thu fact that the construc- 
tion of the Central Asian railway is in a 
largo part a political enterprise and thai 
it is recognized as such by the Russians. 
The strategical importance of the new 
railway is easily explained. It will enable 
the Russian stall' to concentrate should it 
bo so desired,

Mr. Thomas Mowat, inspector of fish- 
eries, who has been paying ati official vis- 
it to the northern fishing grounds, re- 
turned on the Cariboo Fly. This was his 
tirst trip through the inland waters to the 
various bays and rivers and besides the 
information gained by a personal visit, 
he also was delighted with the grandeui 
■ •f the scenery along the route, which has 
to be seen in order that its entrancing 
beauties may be understood. With re- 
gard to the fisheries, Air. Mowat states 
that the salmon season has been a highly 
successful one, on the Skeetiii river espe- 
cially. There is very little chance of this 
river ever being over-fished, owing to the 
tact that under the present arrangements 
it is only possible to lish eight hours out 
of the twenty-four — two hours at each 
slack of tho tide. This, with the weekly 
close time, gives a better chance for the 
lish to ascend to the spawning grounds in 
the higher reaches of the river, than on 
any other 011 the coast. The current of 
the river is i\ot so strong as the Frasor, 
1 1 ere not being so many obstructions be 
tween the tidal waters and the lakes 
above, rendering their ascent easier, 

Tho Inverness and Windsor cannorie 
bad ceased packing when the Ply left, and 
the Balmoral , Cunningham's and the B. 

A. P. Co. expected to close down on 
Monday or Tuesday last. Tho various 
packs, as near as could he estimated untis 
the lish uru cased, are as follows,

Cunningham, Cuthbert and others will 
likely put up a considerable number of 
barrels other than above before shutting 
down. 

There was some difficulty In securing 
fish at River's Inlet owing to the clearness 
of the water during the height of tho lish 
ing season. However, tho day the steam- 
er loft, the fish had evidently made 11 
second run, the boats securing an hun 
died each during the night, the l^sl 
drift of one bout bringing in j\ hundred 
fish. 

At Skeonti river, fish were running 
when the steamer left, but some of the 
canneries had used up all their cans and 
barrels, mid many of the Indians hud left 
for home in order to put up their own 
winter supply of dried salmon. 

At Smith's Inlet the run of sockeyes 
only lasted a week, of which two barrels 
wero salted. They expected, however, 
to lish for the later run of spring salmon. 

At Alort Bay, the run of sookeyes was 
short, with many young fish among them, 
but tho cannery intended to lish for the 
cohoes, which would arrive in about three 
weeks' tinto. They expected to increase 
their pack to six or seven thousand 
cases.

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THE SKEENA DIFFICULTY. 

The reassuring news brought by tho 
steamer Cariboo Fly of tho pacific condi- 
tion of affairs in the north was received in 
this city yesterday with every degree of 
pleasure. It is very evident that the 
trouble is confined to tho shooting down 
of Kit- wan-cool Jim, and that upon the 
trial of Officer Green, who killed 
him, justice will bo. satisfied. So 
far from the issue arising from 
any dispute as to the title to land, as 
claimed by the Toronto Mail and sevoral 
other Liberal journals, it will bo seen 
that it was consequent merely upon the 
killing of a fugitive from justice, tho 
murderer of one of his tribe whose 
shortc omings as a medicine man 
were considered . sufficient to 5 cause jji is 
death. As to the advisability of follow- 
ing tribal customs as that eminent Gover- 
nor Sir James Douglas did, and allowing 
the heathens to moto out justico in their 
own peculiar mannor, wo have very great 
doubts, in those latter days; while wc 
willingly concede, until further particu- 
lars como to us, that tho officer maj 
have made a mistake in'shooting down ii 
man who might possibly have beensecured 
without the shedding of blood. It is, 
however, self-evident that the "Indian 
title," of which Eastern journals, un- 
familiar with the circumstances, have 
been prating so loudly, had nothing 
whatover to do with the present trouble. 
The local Government was characterized 
n tho matter by its customary enterprise, 
and in sending off a force at tho earliest 
possible moment has earned the encon- 
iums as well of friend as foe. Even that 
bitter opponent of the Administration, the 
Victoria Times, through its special corres- 
pondent, writing from Port Essington, says: 
"All uiiite, howeyer, in prsising tho alacrity 
with which tho local government acted, 
in tho absence of reliable information, in 
sondinga strong force up to the scone of 
disturbance. There is no doubt that the 
presence here for a short time of the Car- 
oline, which was visited by a groat many 
Indians and half-breeds, as well as the 
landing of the government officers, non- 
commissioned officers and men of C Bat- 
tery, will have a good effect on the dis- 
turbers of the peace and show that it is 
tho intention of tho government to uphold 
the law at all hazards and regardless of 
cost." Praise from such a quar- 
tor is praise indeed, and the 
Opposition organ's change of base 
may well be taken as a change of heart, 
and a recantation of the grievous errors 
which it has been disseminating during 
the past few weeks. Now that we know 
all is serene at Hazleton, and that peace 
reigns supreme in that portion of the 
Province all good citizens will join this 
pleasant Sabbath morning in thanking 
the God of Peace that bloodshed was 
averted and a happy ending had to what 
at first promised to be a serious difficulty. 

SAVINGS DANK DEPOSITS. 

The preachers of despair, whose wail- 
ings are often heard loud in the land to 
the contrary notwithstanding, the con- 
dition of tho people of Canada is, on the 
whole, most gratifying— never, we ven- 
ture to say more satisfactory than it is at 
the present time. They are not, as 
falsely alleged by Liberal stumpers and 
writers "groaning under intolerable bur- 
dens, which they are unable to bear " 
Amongst the best indicators of fcjieir con- 
dition are the statements published from 
time to time by banking institutions' which 
have savings departments connected witli 
them; and these annually show a steady 
increase of deposits. The annual state- 
ment of the Post Ollice Savings Bank for 
the fiscal year 1887-88, has just been 
published, and from it we learn that the 
number of depositors and the amount re- 
maining to their credit are both larger 
than at any time since the establishment 
of tho bank in 18G8. The following 
figures show tho number of depositors on 
tho books and the amount remaining to 
their credit each year since the close ol 
the fiscal year 1877-78— the last year

The amount remaining on deposit in- 
cludes interest— for last year amounting 
to $765,699; 15. At the close of the last 
fiscal year, 1872-73, tho first Conservative 
government was in office, tho amount re- 
maining on deposit was §3,207,051, 
When tho Liberals went out of office it, 
had fallen to $2;639,987. The increases 
since that time have beon annually as 
above set forth. The year's statement 
does not afford much comfort to the 
"preachers of despair." 

MUST DE RIGHTED. 

A series of incidents have occurred 
since the last session of tho Dominion 
Parliament that have caused considerable 
annoyance and surprise to tho frionds of 
tho Government. The latest is that of 
tho reduction of the salaries of the officials 
of tho Victoria post -office as stated in bur 
telegrams yesterday. It camo without 
warning, for no notification had been 
received by tho postmator, tho employees 
or the public, that such an ovont was to 
occur. Telegrams sent by Postmaster 
Shakespeare wore replied to by tho Post- 
inaster-Gonoral to tho effect that the 
matter was decided when tho ap- 
propriations were up for discussion in 
ooiinuittuo of supply, and tho Department 
could not now interfere. This being tin* 
case, it remains' for MeBsru. Baker and 
Prior, tho city representatives, to explain 
why thoy allowed tho appropria- 
tion to pass without comment or 
dissent. Surely if the facts of the 
caau wore explained to tho Ifouso and to 



the Department, the reduction would not 
have been made. It is well known that 
tho cost of living, and that of everything 
else, in this province is from twenty-five 
to wne hundred per cent, greater than in 
Eastorn Canada, and it was on this ac- 
count that the provisional allowance of 
forty per cont. has always been granted 
in addition to tho regulation salaries, 
which are in any event out of proportion 
to the service demanded. Clerks and 
mechanics in this city are paid 
noarly twice as much daily 
or monthly >vages as they would 
receive in the cast. It will thus be seen 
that tho forty per cent, provisional allow- 
ance was meagre enough as it was, with- 
out an attempt being made to reduce it. 
Some of the post-office stall' are married 
men with familios, and the decrease in 
their salaries would simply mean that 
they would not receive sufficient salary to 
enable them to live respectably. Of 
courso, it is optional with the omployeos 
whether they accept tho proposed reduc- 
tion or desert their positions, but in any 
ovunt a serious hardship would bo en- 
tailed, sinco many of them have been for 
years in the sorvice, and are competent 
and valued servants, It would also have 
a strong tendency towards lowering the 
standard of sorvice, for no young man 
with ambition and ability would accept 
wages that a Chinaman would spurn. All 
things considered, tho change is one 
which will meet with goneral condemna- 
tion, and will, if not immediately reine 
ied, cause serious disaffection among the 
supporters of tho government. They 
have quietly permitted the other inci- 
ients to pass by with little comment, 
but this latest is of too serious a 
character to pass unchallenged. If our 
representatives have passively assen- 
ted to tho perprotation of this gri- 
ovious wrong they will have 
difficulty in replying satisfactorily to 
their constituents' remonstrances. Strong 
pressure should be brought to bear 
upon the Ottawa authorities in order to 
induce them to remedy the present griev- 
ance, and it is thought that if the matter 
is represented in its proper light the 
former percentage will bo again paid 
The employees had a meeting last night 
to discuss whether they would go out on 
strike or retain their positions and tight 
the question, and the latter course was 
finally, and perhaps wisely, adopted. 

STOLEN MILLIONS. 

The New York Herald recently pub- 
lished a record of the defaulters noted in 
its columns during the past six months. 
Tho funds embezzled during that time 
amounted to $12,240,005. In ten years 
previous the defalcations recorded by this 
one journal amounted to §48, 57:1,460, 
making a grand total, in 126 months, of 
above §50,750,000, or at the rate of above 
§400,000 per month. This is a frightful 
record, and sooins to indicate that trust 
worthiness is on the wane in civilized 
countries. Never before wore there s< 
many checks upon the dishonesty of 
cashiers, clerks, and employees; in fact 
the ingenuity of the times has been taxed 
for now methods of preventing embezzle 
ment and default, but tho now devices of 
the rogues are so numerous that thoy still 
keep ahead. The sums embezzled ap 
pear to vary largely in different years. 
Thus the minimum year of the ten year's 
stealage was 1880, in which the recorded 
defalcations in the Republic amounted t 
but $1,481,427, while in 1884 the totri 
was §22, 154, 391. Tho most disagteeabl 
aspect of the case is, however, the fact 
that many men in trusted positions will 
continue to plunder their employers or 
the public, and are even now contem 
plating such action. The escape of many 
embezzlers with large sums of stolen 
money, and of others who had in long 
yeaiB of unsuspecting thievery expended 
as they stole, tends to perpetuate the 
evil. The remedies indicated are sufli 
ciently obvious. For prevention there 
needs a more rigorous training in morals 
and honesty, as well as a more prompt 
and severe punishment for the offence 
when committed. Greater vigilance on 
the part of employers, with more fro 
quent examination of the books and ac 
counts of employees, are also in order 
It is also to be observed that large as are 
the totals of the defalcations above noted, 
they are after all only a part of what 
really occur. Only the large stealings 
find their record in the public press. The 
smaller pilferings constantly going on, for 
whioh an employee is hero and thero de- 
tected and dismissed, but which are 
never publicly disclosed, must, amount to 
a vast aggregate. Almost every great 
mercantile concert;, ..'ml many small ones, 
lose largely in this way, though the facts 
are seldom printed. There is still, no 
doubt, a great deal of' sterling honesty in 
tho world, but thievery, in tho form of 
embezzlement and defalcation, becomes 
increasingly common. 

"WAR" RUMORS. 

The New York newspapers are finding 
out all about the Skeena. One Ottawa 
fabricator creates a sensation by claiming 
that the expedition would bo slaughtered 
— another Custer massacre, we BUppoSB— 
because the Skeena routo was chosen in 
preference to that by way of tho Naas 
river. Ho evidently took his cue from 
tho Timet, "Bufl'alo Dill" gravely in- 
formed a newspaper man that Skeena is 
so remote that news could only reach 
Winnipeg by horsemen!'' That bravo and 
noble warrior imagines tho scene of fin: 
"uprising" is in tho Saskatchewan coun- 
try, where Louis Riel caused a well-re- 
membered commotion. Other wild 
stories aro being told about the expedi- 
tion — as absurd as they well can be, Tho 
Baron Munchausen has many descendants. 
Will they ever dio ? In tho event of ac- 
tual hostilities, of which happily there is 
no possibility, it is to bo hoped the Amer- 
ican correspondents will give the Catling 
gun man a rest and do without a bayonet 
charge, seeing that notwithstanding the 
way these things filled tho American hor- 
izon during tho late revolt, only otio per? 
sou was killed by the Oatling and none at 
all by tho awe-inspiring bayonet.

"The splitting ol u live chicken and up 
plying the warm tlesh to a rattlesnake 
bite," said a back woods resident,,, who lives 
alrooRt within gunshot of a rattlesnake 
lien ou the Upper Shohola creek, "Is be 
llevod by nlno out of ton of the old time 
dwellers among the mountains of north- 
eastern Pennsylvania to bo a uovor failing 
extraetoi of the venom of that reptile I 
have uever known personally of a caso of 
fatal poisoning by rattlesnake bites in 
human beings In factt. I cannot reniem 
oer of a single person ever having been 
bitten within my knowledge, and I livo 
within ton minutes' walk of u place where 
over 200 rattlesnakes wore captured by 
one man In the spring of 1880, and whore 
I can go any day and gather as many rat- 
tlers as a customer may dosiro Vvithin 
the past live years there has arisen a craze 
among city peoplo who spend tho summer 
In the Pike county and other North Penn- 
sylvania mountains for specimens of rat- 
tlesnake skins and rattles, and 1 have my 
sail driven a profitable business in supply- 
ing hides and buttons for that purpose 
for three summers I know ono summer 
boarding house keeper who buys these 
things on speculation to sell to his 
boarders I furnished him moro than 
fifty big skins and as many sots of rattles 
last summer, and have now n contract for 
100 of tho same this season 1 have known 
us much as $2.00 to be paid for ono rattle- 
snake skin. Somo fanciers have tho skins 
stuffed and mounted, and others havo 
belts, pockethooks, card cases, cigar cases 
and o voir slippers made from tho skins, 
after a careful process of tanning, by 
which tho colors and luster of tho skin 
are preserved as they are when tho snake 
Is alive and ready to sink his fangs In his 
msthctio utilizer 

"Tho person who caught tho 200 rattle- 
snakes two years ngo was Elijah Peltou, a 
big double fisted woodman Ilo kopt 
them all alivo without removing a fang, 
and was tho only person I ever really 
knew to handle "live, fang whole rattle- 
suakos with Impunity He did this daily 
nearly all summer at Shohola Glen before 
hundreds of New Vork peoplo who visited 
thai place, and I always thought tho per- 
formance a singular ono to bo made an 
attraction of a summer sojourning place, 
especially as Peltou did not conceal tho 
fact that the snakes were captured within 
an hour's jouruey of tho resort. Uo had 
the snakes in a largo cage, which ho en 
lered and bandied there at will, to the ac 
oompaiiiment of an almost deafening 
chorus of rattling from his vicious looking 
pels, as they darted hero and there about 
the cage, or coiled themselves In tho posi- 
tion they always assume when about to 
strike Peltou nsserts that ho was bitten 
time and time again but thai ho simply 
sucked out the poison, and did not stint 
hiuisell as to whisky 

"There was once another rattlesnake 
king lu Pike county named Sam Helms 
lie supplied himself with snakes from tho 
same dun thai Pelton got his from, and 
was never known to be without his bosom 
and pockets filled with them lie died 
siime years ago of consumption, and his 
death from that disease shook tho faith of 
the old mount alneers in the ellicacy of the 
rattlesnake lis u curative power 

"The high value that is set on rattlo 
snake oil wherevei that snake Is found is 
widely known I have known as much as 
$0 to he paid foi an ounce of rattlesnake 
oil. so great was the purchaser's faith In 
II im ii cure for rbiurhatlsm. and many 
believe that tho oil Is infallible ns an in 
lei nal remedy In all kinds of fever, and in 
some places It is regarded as a never fail 
lug cure foi fits It is on record that many 
years ago ovei In Sullivan county, tho 
settlers on the east branch of tho Dela 
ware got together one fall and killed over 
1.200 rattlesnakes at their dens for tho 
purpose of trying out tho oil for bottling 
"Bill tho use* of the livo rattlesnake as 
a medicinal agent are not so well known 
The fathei of one of my present neighbors 
sufiered some years ago from an ulcer on 
his leg He did not seem to receive any 
benefit from rattlesnake oil, so ho took 
the advice ol an old resident, now dead, 
and carried a livo rattlesnake to bed with 
him and kept il there three days Tho 
old gentleman always insisted that ho was 
bitten by the snake, and that tho poison 
simply counteracted tho poison of tho dis 
ease that was in his blood and drove it 
out. How true that may bo I do not 
know but II is certain that tho man's 
ulcer disappeared, and lie got well and 
lived for several years 1 don't know 
whether the snake died or not. but verv 
likely It did 

"Then there was and to somo extent is 
yet, a belief that If a consumptive should 
bile deep into 1110 neck of a livo rattle 
snake at certain times tho disease would 
be cured When it was found that Sam 
Helms hail the consumption the livo rat 
llesnake treatment was tried on him 
Prom all accounts lie must have bitten 
the necks of a whole den of livo rattlo 
snakes but consumption's hand was not 
stayed and Sam was gathered to his non 
snake tilling fathers 

"Another popular •ttperst Itlon among 
the old residenters. and ono that some of 
their descendants believe in yet, was to 
carry a set 61 rattles in their hats to pre 
vent or cure headache and render sun 
stroke im possible It was also onco be 
lieved that If a person bitten by a rattle 
snake should swallow a few drops of the 
poison itself the former would have no 
eflect Not a few woodsmen I have 
known always hud n little vial of the 
poison, winch they extracted Trom the 
sacs at the base of the fangs of rattlo 
snakes they killed for their oil, to boused 
Internally in caso they si. uld havo the 
misfortune to bo Inoculated by a snake 
bile In theli tramps through tho woods 
Hut I never knew of any of them having 
occasion to uso the alleged antidote, 
although If somo of them aro to tie be 
lieved they havo taken pints of tho venom 
(luring their lives The antidoto they 
took, I guess, was carried In much larger 
bottles, and was purchased at tho nearest 
tavern. 

"There used to be a man named Oeer 
who lived near l^ong Eddy, Sullivan 
county and who claimed to nave an lu 
fallible cure foi rattlesnake bites that his 
grandfather obtained from tho Indians 
Tho composition of the euro was a secret 
but (leei would go any distance to doctoi 
persons who were snake bitten He 
claimed to have saved tho liveH of many 
people stifleiing .from rattlesnake poison 
' ieor died a year ot Iwr ago, but the secret 
■ >f tho rattlesnake euro Is still in his 
family It is n singular fact that 
none Of tho alleged antidotes for rattlo 
» mite bites is effectual in case of poison 
:.y by tho copperhead or pilot. — Haw ley 
li,-«.| Cor. New York Sun.

The t'oal Output 

The Nanaimo Free Press says: The 
shipment of coal for the month of July 
from the twin ports of Nanaimo and De- 
parture Bay, are the largest yet attained 
in the history of coal mining in tho Na- 
naimo District. The total shipment 
amounted to 40,168 tons, loaded into 2(i 
vessels. This amount docs not include 
the Provincial trade, such as supplies to 
the local steamers, and the home con- 
sumption of tho Province. The value of 
tlio exports of coal for the month of July, 
is placed at §140,553 for custom purposes. 
This increase in the shipment of coal has 
caused a corresponding increase in the 
number of residences erected in Nanatm 
and the Wellington settlements. 



Fish license ItlUlcully. 

It is stated that Inspector Mowat's 
visit to Skeena was for the purpose of 
enquiring into some disaffection among 
Indian fishermen who refused to take out 
licenses to tish when selling to the can- 
neries. The Indians positively refusu to 
take out a license, stating that tho terri- 
tory was theirs, and bringing in the argu- 
ment about the land question. Canneries 
were warned by tho agent in the spring 
not to purchase tish from unlicensed 
fishermen, but having advanced supplies 
to them they could get t heir return m no 
other way than by taking tho lish. Can- 
neries will be required to pay the licenses 
this year, and next year all fishermen, 
whether white nr aborigines, will be strict- 
ly required to take out the usual license.

Uecltle t» Continue. 

Tho post-office clerks hold a mass meet- 
ing last evening, when it was found that 
two who had boon loudest in their pro- 
testations and who wanted to hand in 
their keys on Friday night had thought 
better of tho matter and had agreed to 
"rat." That the clerks were perfectly 
justified in making a stand against the 
injustice done them ali will admit, and all 
will as readily admit that to obtain re- 
dress it was absolutely necessary that the 
clerks should be unanimous in leaving 
their positions. To defeat the object of 
securing their proper allowance' it was 
only necessary to tamper with one or two 
if tho number and the gamo was up. 
This, it appears, was done by outside in- 
fluence and the rest of tho employees, 
seeing tho change, thought discretion the 
bettor part of valor and reluctantly gave 
in. Had the whole, sta.fl left in a body 
there cannot bo the slightest doubt but 
that the balance of tho allowance would 
have boon forthcoming, for it is certain 
that this action would have brought tho 
matter before the authorities at Ottawa 
in a much more forciblu manner than has 
been done. 

Wrought Iron Water ripen for Victoria. 
Australia. 

A tender of Mr. Mephan Ferguson, of 
Carlton aud West Melbourne, for the 
supply of 2,100 tons of wrought iron wa- 
ter pipes, to carry out n portion of the 
Watts river scheme, has been accepted by 
the board of land and works, the price 
being £16 4s. per ton; or r total of about 
£35,000. The pipes are to bo partly of 
53-inch, hut chiefly of 50-inch in diame- 
ter, and they are intended to cany tho 
water over tho beds of creeks. The lirst 
delivery is not required to be made be- 
fore October 1st, 1888, time being given 
to enable the successful linn to obtain ma- 
chinery, etc., from Kngland, if necessary. 
The whole contract must be completed, 
however, during the summer of 1888-9, 
the object being to avoid ex tra cost of 
cartage during tho winter months. Mr. 
Mephan Ferguson socurud tho last con- 
tract for wrought-iron pipes at £17 10s. 
per ton, a tender of Messrs. Johnson & 
Co., of Tyno Foundry, South Melbourne, 
lit £17 9s. (id. per ton, boing rejected on 
ground that the linn had not the ne- 
cessary plant, etc., to supply Hie pipe 
within tlio spool tied period, which would 
cause a serious delay in completing tho 
sohoino for augmenting tho water supply 
of Melbourne and suburbs by bringing 
the waters of the Watts to tho Victorian 
metropolis. It is estimated that in car- 
rying out tho scheino tho Victorian gov- 
ernment will eventually save about £100,- 
000 by adopting wrought-iron instead of 
cast-iron pipes. — Lojulvn Eutjiueerimj, 



BISHOP LEMMENS' CONSECRATION. 

The CoremonleB at St. Andrew's Pro-Cathe- 
dral this Morning and Evening— 
Sermons hy Rlshop Urtmdel 
and Arelililsliop Gross. 

The ceremonies in connection with the 
elevation of Rev. John Nicholas Loiu- 
eiiB to tho Episcopate, as successor to tho 
late Archbishop Spgliers, will take place 
at St. Andrew's pro-cathedral at 9 o'clock 
this morning, and will be tho most impos- 
ing spectacle ever witnessed in that build- 
ing. Elaborate preparations have boon 
made for the ceremony. Tho sanctuary 
has been nuwly carpeted throughout, and 
handsome thrones erected for the bishops. 

The procession of bishops and priests 
will leave the palace at 8:15 o'clock, the 
prelates being attired in full canonicals. 
They will proceed up Yates street to 
Blancliard, along Blanchard to View, and 
thence to the church, where the bishops 
and priests having assumed their respec- 
tive places, tho ceremony will commence. 

Briefly stated, the proceedings will bo 
as follows: Tho consecrator (Archbishop 
Gross) being seated, the apostolic com- 
mission of the bishop-elect is read. The 
elect then recites an oath of duty and 
fidelity, aft er which he makes a profession 
of faith. The consecrator then begins 
pout ificial high mass, the elect assisting. 
During the mass will take place thu im- 
position of bauds, aud the anointing of 
the head and hands of tho elect. Next 
follows tho blessing of the pastoral stall', 
md the placing of the ring, mitre ami 
gloves on tho new bishop, who being now 
attired in full canonicals, is formally in- 
stalled in the episcopal chair. The choir 
then sings a De ?'eltm, and tho new 
bishop passes around the church bob ton 
ing the pontifical blessing. During the 
ceremony, Bishop Broiidol, of Montana, 
will deliver a sermon appropriate to the 
occasion.

FROM THE SKEENA. 

Latest Keports from Hazel ton— No Further 
Trouble Anticipated— "0" Hattery Ex- 
pected to Return on theNoxt Trip 
of the Cariboo Fly. 

News received from Hazleton by the 
steamer Cariboo Fly yesterday was that 
when M. F. Ooll', who was a passenger, 
lefl the scene of the recent Indian trouble 
all was quiet, and no further trouble was 
anticipated. Supt. Roycruft and party of 
specials wore mot about live days journey 
from Hazelton. Phere aro not more than 
lifty Indians around tho Forks now, all 
the rest being away fishing and hunting. 
Mr. Ooll' thinks thu best thing that could 
bo done is to settle with the Indians at, 
once. If they agree to leave white people 
alone and obey the law well and good; 
but if not a good strong force should bo 
sent in to light them and clean them 
right out. Tho Folks Indians aro pretty 
bad Indians. In respect to the proposi 
tion made to tho constables to settle for 
Jim's life, his wife asked §100 and the 
man who did the shooting. 

"C" Battery is still encamped near 
Essington, and their quarters have been 
converted into (juilo a comfortable camp. 
Provisions aro plentiful, and so far the 
weather has been all that could be de- 
sired. 

The men wear their brown duck suits, 
the uniforms being boxed away for future 
use. It, is believed that thero is no fight 
in the Indians, but some trouble may oc- 
cur in the winter when the potlaches 
come oil'. People at Port Essington and 
vicinity seem to think very little of the 
whole affair, Mr. Cunningham being of 
t he opinion thattho trip will prove nothing 
but. a picnic for the troops until their re 
turn to Victoria, which it is expected, 
will bo by the next trip of the Cariboo 
Fly. All unite, however, in praise of the 
prompt action taken by the local govern- 
ment to suppress any trouble that might 
have occurred, and the visit of the troops 
and the war shipCaroline cannot but. have 
a salutary eli'ect upon the Indians, as they 
must bo aware that the Government 
means to uphold tho law at all hazard 
aud that when crime is committed by the 
natives tho guilty parties must expect to 
ho punished.

COUNTY COURT.

When off Beacon Hill, on her 
downward trip, water made so rapidly 
that part of the cargo was jettisoned and 
the scow was beached. Defendant asked 
for damages for cargo lost, and for re- 
pairs duo to the scow. The defendant 
admitted £100 and paid the amount into 
court. After a long bearing His Lord- 
ship struck out that part of tlio claim for 
damages, and rendered a verdict for 
plaintiff for $20 in addition to the sum 
paid in. Mr. Bodvvell for plaintiff; Mr. 
Eberts for defendant.
